Claims 53, 57, 78, 79, 81 , 82 and 85-88 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, for lacking enablement over the scope claimed for the reasons of record set 
forth in the Office actions mailed 8-9-05 and 4-28-06. 

The claims are drawn to methods of making and using a polypeptide or nucleic 
acid construct, including as a pharmaceutical composition or medicament, for the 
suppression of expression of any selected gene or any plurality of selected genes, 
which polypeptide or nucleic acid construct comprises a nucleic acid binding portion 
which is an estrogen receptor or an androgen receptor, and which construct further 
comprises a chromatin inactivation portion which is PLZF. The instant specification 
teaches a method of suppressing the expression of an estrogen responsive reporter 
gene in breast cells in vitro comprising the administration of a nucleic acid construct 
encoding PLZF- ERct (as described on p. 45 of the instant specification), and is enabled 
for a method of suppressing activation of an androgen responsive reporter gene in 
COS-1 cells in vitro comprising the administration of a nucleic acid encoding PLZF-AR, 
(as described on p. 49 of the instant specification). These examples do not reasonably 
provide enablement for a method of suppressing the expression of any selected gene in 
any eukaryotic cell in vitro, nor are they enabling for methods of making pharmaceutical 
compositions or medicaments, which embrace a scope drawn to the ability to provide 
treatment effects in an organism. For these reasons, the rejection for lacking 
enablement over the scope claimed is maintained.
